WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 —Senate 
Majority Leader Barkley today pre­ 
dicted the first peacetime military 
conscription bill in American his­ 
tory will be passed by midnight and 
sent to the House. 
Barkley was certain the Senate 
will continue the burst of speed it 
put on in a day and night session 
yesterday, and successfully override 
the real threats to the bill to make 
12,000,000 men between the ages of 


21 and 31 liable for a years train­ 
ing. 
With most of the minor amend­ 
ments out of the way, proponents 
of the bill face three major at­ 
tempts to greatly alter the con­ 
scription program. These thrusts at 
the bill are sponsored by Sens. 
Maloney (D.), Conn.; Taft 
(R>, 
Ohio, and Walsh <D.), Mass.

would 
postpone 
con­ 
scription until January 1; Walsh 
would postpone it until Congress de­ 
clares a state of emergency or war 
exists; and Taft would postpone it 
entirely and authorize the president 
to set up a vast network of military 
training camps through voluntary 
enlistment.

Barkley, who has theretofore with­ 
held definite predictions on the ad­ 
ministration strength to defeat these 
measures, said:

ALIEN REGISTRATION 
R 
EG ISTRA TION of the estimated 3,600,000 aliens in the 


United States begins today, and probably will not be com ­ 


pleted before the end of December. 
It will be conducted by 


the postmaster in each community, with the assistance of other 


postal employes, thus assuring complete fairness. 
Every alien in the United States should make it a point to 
register, and he or she can do so with the assurance that 110 
stigma attaches to such action. 
This is no “ witch hunt, ’ de- 
signed for persecution of non-Americans* 
It is a confidential 


record, designed solely for the use of government. 
No cost at­ 


tach to if. 


Those who have no reason to fear government scrutiny 
need have no hesitation about registering. 
For the foreign- 
born in the United States should realize that this registration is 
just a<; much for their protection as it is for government infor­ 
mation. 
It is far better to list and expose the very small per­ 
centage of aliens who may engage in un-American activities 
than to place ail the millions of our foreign-born under sus­ 


picion. 


WYOMING JUSTICE 
Enterprising criminals will do well to keep out of Wyoming. Major 
crimes don’t seem to pay there at all. The record for last year in the 
district courts shows five convictions for every six persons brought to 
trial. It means 321 convictions out of 385 cases. 
An interesting feature of this record is that guilty pleas were en­ 
tered by 311 of the defendants. 
There must be less legal juggling and 
postponement and less court room eloquence in Wyoming than in most 
of the other states. 
So w’hen offenders know the prosecutor has a good 
case against them, and the court is hardboiled, they give up. 


ARITHMETIC STUMPS 
SOME 
Several times in this column I 
have said th at many children, even 
in the upper gradés, with trouble in 
arithm etic, have most of this trou­ 
ble because they still count when 
they add or subtract, because they 
had never learned by heart the 100 
simple addition facts and the 100 
simple subtraction facts in the same 
way they 
learned their m ultipli­ 
cation tables. 
Let me remind you th at very few 
children have any trouble with the 
m ultiplication 
facts. 
Why? 
Be­ 
cause they never learned these faots 
by counting, they learned them by 
heart. There are 96 of these m ulti­ 
plication facts usuallly memorized. 
Yet the average child is drilled 10 to i 
20 times as much on the simple ad ­ 
dition and subtraction facts as on 
the m ultiplication facts.

he doesn’t m aster them

Is it any harder to learn bv heart 
that 7 and 9 are 16 than that 8 
times 6 are 48? 
Certainly not, if 
learned in the same good way. 
Counting and Guewinr 
I've

urging 
parents

teachers to induce the child who 
has been counting when he tries to 
find the sum of 7 and 9. or has been 
guessing the answer, ot memorize 
carefully and slowly this whole fact, 
as 7 and 9 are 16 just as he mem­ 
orizes 8 tim es 6 are 48. 
Also I am trying to prevail upon 
teachers, often vainly, not to teach 
a child, for example, to count ob­ 
jects or count in any other way, in 
order to learn that 7 and 9 are 16. 
and never to hurry him and make 
him guess the sum. 
W hen our eldest son was about 
five, he would often work for haif 
an hour at a stretch at counting 
out and writing the sums of the 
simple addition 
combinations 
It 
was a favorite amusement of his 
during the sermon at church I kept 
pages and pase: of such sums that 
he added correctly. 
His m other and I were sure, then, 
th at we had a child precocious in 
arithm etic.

SKILLED MEN NEEDED 
We are hearing a great deal about conscription pro and con. Those 
approving it say that it is the “democratic” way, to make all support 
the country without favor. 
Those opposed say that as conscription is ; 
now proposed it will disrupt the country economically and prove an­ 
other expensive burden at a time when there is no real necessity for it, | 
as there is now no visible enemy who could cross either of the tw o , 
oceans and attack us. 
A great many people seem to believe that the simple passing of 
a conscription act would solve our national defense problem, that put- j 
ting the men into training camps for a few months would give us a large 
and satisfactory army. 
They seem to have forgotten that it requires 
more machinery than ever to fight a war, and that drilling with broom­ 
sticks or even guns will do little good, unless w*e can, in time, provide the 
necessary big weapons. 
In this respect the Philadelphia Inquirer stated the other day that 
when a call was sent out for 3.000 skilled mechanics of any age, by the 
Frankford armory, only a few hundred responded, not nearly enough 
to meet the situation. 
It pointed out further that a few days ago Con­ 
rad O. Hersam, national secretary of the American Society of Tool En­ 
gineer»;" published the report of its nation-wide survey of the tool in­ 
dustry it which it was determined that between 60,000 and 70,000 skilled 
machine tool engineers and 500,000 skilled mechanics will be needed to 
accomplish our proposed program of industrial expansion for national 
defense* 
And the country is in dire need of skilled mechanics and tool 
makers.I Comparing this last estimate with the results of the call at the 
Frankfcrd armory shows that we are up against something more than 
giving each man a conscription card. If we are to have any sort of se­ 
lective service, it must be selective indeed.

JAPAN WANTS TOUGH DIPLOMATS 
Japan’s new totalitarian foreign minister, Matsuoka, is the same 
rough-tongued ex-Manchurian railway boss who pulled Nippon out of 
the League of Nations. He did it with fireworks and used no euphemisms 
whatever. 
Mr. Matsuoka is no believer in the genial, traditional methods of 
diplomacy. He is part of that unpleasant, newer Japan which has come 
rather recently into our view. 
It has largely abandoned the ancient 
characteristic—or supposed 
characteristic—-of 
Oriental 
blandness, 
if 
not guile. 
It talks tough and, in the case of the Jap soldiery, acts 
tough, particularly against missionary ladies and British or American 
newspapermen. 
Quit« soon after assumption of his new job Mr. Matsuoka, there­ 
fore. has made a clean sweep, recalling to Tokio some forty Japanese 
ambassadors, ministers and consular officials, many of them in this 
country, including Ambassador Horinuchi. 
Washington observers speak of Mr. Horinuchi in friendly terms, 
as a survivor of the older type oi diplomat who tried to get along with 
those with whom he had to deal. 
It is indicated that he will be suc­ 
ceeded by a diplomat after Mr. Matsuoka’s own heart. 
The inference is that the next plenipotentiary from Tokio is to 
talk more bluntly to the United States. 
This may carry, conversely, an 
inference that Mr. Horinuchi didn’t produce results for Tokio, probably 
because he tried to be polite in handling a very difficult job. 
The problem was not so simple, either for our government or the 
retiring ambassador. 
It has not been Mr. Horinuchi but Japan herself, with her rough- 
cut, swaggering policies, that failed at Washington.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 27—Improv­ 
ing business conditions were re­ 
flected in motor truck registrations 
in Pennsylvania last month when 
there was an increase of 3,303 units 
and $104.088 in license fees over 
July, 1939, Howard D. Gibbs, presi­ 
dent of the Pennsylvania Motor 
Truck Association, said today. 
There were 6,783 commercial mo­ 
tor vehicles registered during July, 
1940, paying $169,156.70 in registra­ 
tion fees, compared with 3,480 regis­ 
trations and $65,086 in license taxes 
in the same month last year, he said 
state department of revenue figures 
disclosed. 
For the first seven months of 
1940. therp were 290 fewer trucks 
registered in the state than for the 
corresponding period in 1939, Lut 
there was a gain of $236.881 19 in li­ 
cense fees despite the decreased 
registrations, Gibbs said, e x p ia t­ 
ing: 
“This monetary gain is primarily 
due to the fact that there were mo:** 
trucks registered in the higher class­ 
ifications than last year.

Pitt Health Director Says

health and wars go hand in hand. 
Dr. H. H. C. Carlson, director of 
the student health service and coach 
of varsity basketball at the Univer­ 
sity of Pittsburgh, maintains. 
'Muscles follow a uniform pattern 
of action to fatigue," Dr. Carl«on 
explains. After a rest, muscles re­ 
cover, he says, and again follow the 
same pattern to fatigue. Among of 
work and speed of work may change 
the size of the pattern, but the es­ 
sential pattern is the same. 
When the individual fails to rest 
and insists or is forced to carry on 
in spite of fatigue, Dr. Carlson says, 
his action curve becomes irregular, 
erratic, confused, bewildered, and 
inefficient. 
Even with motivation, 
development, improved conditions, 
stimulation, incentive, or determina­ 
tion, the amount of work may in­ 
crease, but the patterns is the same 
—% crescendo from peak of activity 
to fatigue. 
The need of rest and relaxation 
cannot be eliminated by a dictator, 
by motivation, indoctrination, or 
other stimuli” he adds. “No in­ 
dividual or group of individuals can 
beat biological facts over a long pe­ 
riod of time.” 
Pointing out that moderation is the 
keynote of health in the physical 
mental and social phases, Dr. Carl­ 
son goes further in his presentation 
of the fundamentals and skills of 
health by stating that composite 
health means physical, mental, and 
social health in the individual and 
the group, and that these three 
phases of health are interreactive 
and interdependent. 
In explaining his theory of moder­ 
ation as the ideal for physical men­ 
tal, and social health, Dr. Carlson 
says that between too much domi- 
nence of children by parents and 
too little dominence, the mid-point 
of

moderation,

healthy guidance; between too much

"In this way," he adds, “totalitarian 
states have violated the fundamen­ 
tals of health in the past to create 
the illusion of victory in the present, 
but they will lose out eventually 
with a physical, mental, and social 
breakdown of their peoples.” 
"In democracies,” Dr. Carlson ex­ 
plains, "there is m enforced limit, 
but moderation allows for digres­ 
sions each way from the mid-point. 
There is also time for compensations 
end developments of health funda­ 
mentals in the mental and social 
phases. In democracies there is time 
and opportunity to build reserves.” 
“The element of time is with the 
democracies,” he maintains. "The 
totalitarian state has reached or 
overreached its limits, the demo­ 
cratic state has no* even yc t called 
upon its reserves. An apparent win­ 
ner will, in time, lose out because of 
ill health. The easy-foing apparent 
loser of the moment may win out 
eventually because of the reserves of 
good health.” 
“War is a sign of iU health in one 
or all three phases of health,” he 
concludes. “Peace is a sign that the 
aggregate good health of nations is 
greater 
than

Warns Producers 
On Egg Handling 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG. Aug 27 —Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture John H. Light 
issued a warning to producers and 
marketing agencies to take precau­ 
tions in handling eggs for the bal­ 
ance of the summer. 
According to reports received re­ 
cently by the Pennsylvania depart­ 
ment of agriculture from the egg 
consuming markets, conditions have 
affected the quality of eggs thus re­ 
ducing prices paid by receivers. 
“The scarcity of good quality 
eggs,” Light said, "will most likely 
cause the market price to trend up­ 
ward for eggs that mill grade in the 
upper classes. 
"The bulk of the eggs now moving 
to markets have been affected by 
weather and other market condi­ 
tions, which places them in the 
position of competing for consumer 
acceptance which is seriously lack­ 
ing on low or medium quality.” 
Light added. 
The agriculture secretary issued 
an appeal to all producers to use 
any natural or home-made storage 
facilities to the best possible advant­ 
age during the quality depreciating 
period.

Any mother with a shy child on 
her hands has a problem to cope 
with that is going to require the use 
a great deal of common sense and 
patience. 
1 recall one mother with a little 
girl almost unbelievably shy. 
The 
child, in fact, was made almost 
physically iU by the presence of 
strangers 
She played the piano in 
the privacy of her home very well 
for a youngster and the mother, 
with total l«ck of understanding, it 
seemed, repeatedly tried to force 
the child to play ior strangers Fin­ 
ally, she compelled the child to go 
up on the stage of an auditorium 
to play in a concert one night. 
The child broke down, couldn t play, 
and became ill. 
The mother was embarrassed and 
of course, angry with the child 
I m 
afraid she might have ruined her 
daughter’s life if 1 hadn’t been able 
to make her realize fully the prob­ 
lem and the special care needed in 
dealing with it. 
Such a child cannot be forced. If 
force is used, then the damage to 
the child s mind may be permanent. 
Very slowly and tactfully, this type 
of child must be led into compan­ 
ionship with adults She must learn 
that ihev car. be genuinely inter­ 
ested in her and like her. She must 
be shown that it is fun to be with 
other people. Little by little the 
fear that has been paralysing 'he 
child, must be broken down until 
she realizes that other people, far 
from hurting her. will make her 
happy. 
Very otten the shy child is an 
only child. It grows up v ithout Hr 
social sense developed by contacts 
with others of its age. It makes 
mistakes that are laughed at. It 
becomes timid about meeting per­ 
sons lest it make more such mis­

This timidity make3 it less 
sought as a companion by children 
and less interesting to adults. Its 
Shyness is only lack of confl- 
Ofter a neighbor child, sltghtly 
older, can be brought into the plot 
to help restore the shy child’s self- 
confidence.

LONDON, Aur. 27.—An era of 
subterranean life has now begun 
for both sides in this war. 
The belligerent populations, sub­ 
ject to continual night bombing such 
as the attacks on Berlin and Lon­ 
don last night and this morning, 
now are resigned to going under­ 
ground. 
Both Europe and Britain 
today have become lands of troglo­ 
dytes. 
Hitler Switch«« Attack 
Chancellor Hitler’s sudden switch­ 
over to night bombing 
has 
more 
than anything that has happened in 
this war irritated and infuriated the 
British people. But it definitely has 
not had the 
effect 
he 
intended, 
namely, to intimidate them. 
On the contrary, today after 
a 
long night mostly spent in shelters, 
millions of Britons made up their 
minds they simply would have to 
reverse their normal hours of liv­ 
ing and do much of their work at 
night and do some of their sleeping 
by day. 
Never since the war began have I 
heard such meaningful cursing 
of 
Hitler as this morning when Lon­ 
doners, not yet accustomed to night 
raids, came sleepy-eyed to work. 
The prayerful expression on 
all 
sides was: 
“Anyway, Berlin is worse off than 
we are.“ 
Difference In Attacks 
The difference between Royal Air 
Force and German Luftwaffe night 
bombing is very great. 
The R.A.F. 
really does not hit for civilians and 
never bombs indiscriminately. 
But when it raids it intends to do 
definite damage to a military 
ob­ 
jective and is never content with 
merely cruising 
about 
to 
arouse 
“alarm and despondency.” 
The Luftwaffe, on the other hand, 
(as last night) cruised six hours at 
such extreme heights above London 
th at they were out 
of 
reach 
of 
searchlights and guns, but because 
of their presence kept 
the 
whole 
population under the strain of alarm 
nearly all night. 
Finally when the Luftwaffe de­ 
cided they had had enough or their 
gasoline ran low they simply drop­ 
ped their bombs wherever they hap­ 
pened to be without even being able 
to see in the dimmest way any ob­ 
jective. 
As a result many bombs struck 
harmlessly. Others struck civilians. 
None hit military objectives. 
Perhaps the greatest discomfort 
caused by the Luftwaffe during the 
night was the dislocation 
of 
the 
transportation system. 
For a long 
time not even taxis were available 
and hundreds of thousands 
were 
compelled to walk miles to their 
homes.
